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Lawyer finds speeding ticket 
defense 


Having just returned from court, 
where a traffic citation for speeding 
based on radar was dismissed, I 
wanted to pass on to my fellow bikers 
some key information on how to 
defend this kind of саве. 

California Vehicle Code Section 
40802(b) provides that on a particular 
section of highway with a posted or 
prima facia speed limit, the speed 
must be proved in court to be justified 
by an engineering and traffic survey, 
conducted within five years of the date 
of the alleged violation, where the 
enforcement involved the use of radar 
or other electronic devices. In other 
words, if the officer does not bring to 
court a certified copy of an 
engineering or traffic survey more 
recent than five years prior to the 
citation, and the citation is based 
upon an alleged “radar” violation of a 
prima facia or “posted” speed limit, it 
is classified under this Code Section as 
a “speed trap.” Under Vehicle Code 
Sectin 40804(a) the officer is 
incompetent as a witness if his 
testimony is based upon a "speed 
trap. 

Also, under Vehicle Code Section 
40804(b) he is incompetent to testify if 
he is an arresting officer while on duty, 
if at the time of the arrest he was not 
wearing a full distinctive uniform or 
using an officially painted and 
distinctively colored motor vehicle. 

If there is a traffic study and the 
posted speed limit has not been 
changed and the average speed as 
indicated by a traffic study would 
indicate the prima facia speed should 
be posted at more than three miles per 
hour higher than the incorrectly 
posted speed sign, this is also grounds 
for dismissal. 

Incidentally, there is a move afoot 
in the California legislature backed by 
the California Highway Patrol to try to 
eliminate this defense by repealling 
Vehicle Code Section 40802(b). We 
ought to oppose its repeal strenuously. 

Finally, there was a video tape 
presentation prepared by an engineer 
by the name of Stan Brown which I 
understand is being used as a training 
film by the California Highway Patrol 
and other law enforcement agencies 
which demonstrates that nearly a 2096 
correlated error (or 6.796 
uncorrelated error) exists between 
what an operator thinks his speed is 
and what it really is. The majority of 
this error is owing to equipment error. 
This type of defense may be available 
where there are only a few miles per 
hour gap betwen the legal speed and 
the speed at which the violator is cited.

first time is easy 
... Withalittle help 
from a turbocharger 


By John Ulrich 


The staff of a car magazine was testing at Irwin- 
dale Raceway in Irwindale, Calif. the same day 
I went out to ride the American Turbo-Pak 
GS750 Suzuki. I had never been to a drag strip 


before. The hot street cars made 
rump, rump, rumpity-rump sounds 
when they idled, then clicked off 
standing start quarter-miles. Billowing 
smoke from burning rear tires, the 
cars slithered and slid down the strip, 
barely breaking into the 13-second 
elapsed time bracket. The cars were 
turning good times for about a 400cc 
stock motorcycle. 

Drivers and hangers-on sat in the 
stands or stood in small groups around 


the pits. As I rolled the Suzuki up to 
the starting area, my head raced with 
instructions given me by Bill Hahn, 
the mastermind and owner of 
American Turbo-Pak. I couldn't 
expect to just show up at the drags a 
road racer, and go home a competent 
drag racer, Hahn told me. I shouldn't 
worry about going fast, he cautioned. 
Just shift at 10,000 rpm, don't 
powershift, and don’t over-rev the 
engine. 
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Drag strip. The American measure 
of power, reflexes, and worth. The 
practical application of dyno-proven 
theory. One-quarter mile and a scant 
few seconds to do what has to be done. 
No turns to make up any ground lost 
at the start. No infield to compensate 
for a little less horsepower. Just one 
short, straight piece of rubber- 
streaked asphalt, linked from one end 
to the other by electronic timing 
equipment. This sure wasn’t road 
racing. 

The machine was different, too. Struts 
replaced rear shock absorbers. 
Wheelie bars jutted out behind the 
machine. The rear tire was a low- 
profile, soft, very tacky, high traction 
road racing slick. A stepped seat

replaced the original. Two-inch 
shorter fork springs worked with the 
struts to lower the overall height of the 
bike. 

Short, stubby handlebars replaced 
the stock Suzuki roto-tiller bars, and a 
new gauge joined the speedometer and 
tach — a glycerine-damped boost 
gauge, indicating the pounds of boost 
delivered by the compact 
turbocharger which replaced the stock 
intake and exhaust systems of this 
machine. 

A turbocharger systems routes 
exhaust gasses through a turbine, 
which then spins at up to 60,000 rpm. 
The shaft driven by that turbine drives 
another turbine in a separate 
compartment of the turbocharger, on 
the intake side. The intake turbine 
sucks gas mixture through the 
carburetor and rams it into the 
cylinders, increasing the amount o 
fuel burned in the cylinder, whic 
increases the power of the engine. 

In addition to the turbocharger, the 
Suzuki was equipped with an MTC 
forged piston kit which brought the 
displacement up to 870cc, and an 
electric fuel pump. 

My reverie about the machine I sat 
astride was interrupted by Hahn's 
shouts and whistles. I was stopped 
vaguely in front of the “Christmas 
tree,” or starting lights, waiting fo 
something to happen. Hahn waved mg 
back about ten feet. I hadn't staged 
properly, failing to place the Suzuki's 
front wheel across the photoelectriq 
starting line beam. I could have stared 
all day at the lights, and never gott 
started. Hahn yelled staging 
instructions into my helmet, the greé 
light flashed before the red flush o 
embarrassment left my face, and 
started on my first trip down a drag 
strip. 

Riding a motorcycle which holds 4 
national record at 9.97 second elapsed 
time, I turned a 14.22 second elapsed 
time, 97.93 miles per hour. 

The car drivers found it prett 
amusing. 

When I got into the 12-second rang 
on my fourth run, and the elevens i 
my fifth, they had stopped laughing 
By the time I reached the 10-seconq 
range, the car guys had disappeared 

Staged for the 17th run. Two sma 
amber lights at the top of the starting 
light panel (which hangs like a traffi 
signal above the strip) show that I hav 
the front wheel correctly positioned 
across the starting line photoelectri 
beam. Just like Hahn told me so man 
times before, I gassit, gassit, gassit 
each time working the tach needl 
higher, the turbo whining louder tha 
the exhaust note. Yellow light, gassit 
another yellow light, gassit, gassit 
green light, go! 10,500 rpm shows o 
the tach faster than I can get my lef 
foot up to shift. The front wheel is of 
the ground, but it doesn't seem t 
affect anything — the bike just lung 
forward in a straight line. The rea 
tire burns, but doesn't sound like a ca 










“scratch,” ‘but “more like a high- 
pitched, almost too high to hear, 
ripping, tearing, squealing as layers of 
soft rubber peel off the frantically 
turning tire. 

The start is nothing. It's the shift 
into third gear when the turbo really 
kicks in. The front wheel leaves the 
ground again, the bike straining and 
settling back against the wheelie bar, 
my spine being forced back into the 
step in the seat. 10,500 rpm is reached 
instantly in third, again in fourth, and 
again in fifth. The power never stops. 
It’s like coming on the cam and never 
falling off the power. The curve is 
straight line, increasing with rpm, just 
more and more and more horsepower 
as the revs climb, turning faster and 
going faster, accelerating even harder, 
all the power and speed and 
acceleration multiplying and growing 
at an unreal rate. 

The boost gauge hovers around 20 
pounds of boost. The ET lights flash 
past, and when the Suzuki flies 
through the terminal speed lights, the 
tach indicates 11,500 rpm, still pulling 
faster and harder than ever. The bike 
is perfectly smooth and stable, and 
moving very, very fast. 

Back in the pits, Hahn tells me that 
he motorcycle has accelerated from 
zero to 131.57 miles per hour in one 
quarter mile, tearing down the 
pavement distance in 10.56 seconds. 

What Hahn does not have to tell me 
is that riding the American Turbo-Pak 
GS750 at the drags is a very heavy-duty 
rush. 

I didn't get a chance to ride the bike 
on the street, but on the return roads it 
seemed to run like a stocker when the 
turbocharger was not kicking in. 
Turbochargers are peculiar 
mechanisms. For instance, if you're 
riding a turbocharged motorcycle at 
45 miles per hour in third gear, 
downshifting to second and gassing it 
will not cause the turbocharger to 
provide boost or more power than a 
tock motor. 

The turbocharger really boosts 
performance in the upper gears, 

orking under load. The bike has to 
be moving very fast already before the 
urbocharger has much affect.

Carburetor/intake manifold, a 
38mm Bendix with accelerator pump 
mounted on a balanced.flow intake 
manifold. 

Boost gauge, made in West 
Germany, indicating up to 30 pounds 
per square inch (psi), glycerine 
damped. 

K&N air filter. 

Exhaust header, tail pipe, and waste 
gate, the waste gate allowing the 
amount of boost to be dailed in with 
an allen head wrench.

The Hurt report, Part | 
A safety study by riders, for riders 
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By Charles Morey 


urleson must have known. There's 
one quick way to impress a first- 
time Automatic rider, and that's 
to put him in a tight woods riding 
clutch-slipping situation and let him 
discover that the Husqvarna 360 
Automatic will do all the work. 

We'd been sitting around the 
Husqvarna Service Department, going 
through theingenious four-speed trans- 
mission both on paper and in actual 
tear-down of one of our two test bikes. 
The preliminary explanation -- ac- 
companied by cross-section drawings 
and a set of transmission innards used 
to train mechanics -- took a lot longer 
than the tear-down part. We'd had 
lots of questions which probably drove 
the three-time National Enduro 
champ to the point where only a good 
fast woods ride could clear his head. 
But King Richard had held up well, 
doing his temporary duty as public 


- relations man with the same exacting 


care he puts into picking the right line 
through a tough woods section. When 
it was over, we knew the "whats," 
“whys,” and "hows", of the trans- 
mission's function. Impressed as we 
were, skepticism still persisted. 
Through past experience with 
torque converter equipped vehicles, 
we'd been programmed to expect lots 
of slippage, not enough clutch/throt- 


. tle control to handle a slippery riding 


situation, and a strange useless feeling 
in our left hand and foot due to the 
lack of clutch and shifter levers. 
Riding the 360 Automatic 
reprogrammed those expectations to a 
far higher level. Any other automatic 
transmission motorcycles we may test 
in the future will have to have their act 
together. The Husky was right! 

“Just try riding it up and down the 
road; try different throttle positions; 
and get a feel for the way the trans- 
mission works. You can make it shift a 
little earlier or later, just like any 
automatic transmission, by applying 
different amounts of throttle.” Dick 
Burleson’s training technique lacked 
nothing in understanding of both 
machine and his semi-capable 
student. We started with the basics but 
quickly progressed to interesting 
woods riding problems -- due mostly to 
the machine's abilities, not mine. 

Located in an industrial complex in 
rural Lavergne, Tennessee, the Husky 
Service Center offers plenty of riding 
challenges just outside the back door. 
Our first off-road venture took us 
through a relatively tight woods sec- 
tion -- the trail was so vague that Dick 
lost it and started breaking his own -- 
and it became immediately apparent 
that the 360 Automatic could make 
you into a pleasantly lazy rider. 

Riding at low speed, elbowing vines 
aside and pushing saplings away from 
the handlebars with our feet, the first 
gear clutch proved its smoothness and 
controllability. We didn’t get into 
second gear once and the automatic 
clutch refused to snatch, slip or other- 
wise make life difficult. It was a treat 
to be able to simply hang on and con- 
centrate on the terrain. 

From the fairly smooth, leaf- 
covered forest floor, we moved up one 
notch on the King Richard Woods 
Riding Difficulty Scale to a vine- 
covered log section. Where we'd ap- 
preciated the ease afforded by the 


Husqvarna's slick- shifting 
360 Automatic

transmission's doing the work for us in 
the earlier section, we now thanked it 
for making the difficult easy. It was 
one of those deals where the logs, 
which ranged in size from four-inch 
diameter to a 18" in cross section, 
were spaced at exactly the wrong 
distance apart. At just the point where 
the bike would want to hang up on the 
frame over one log, there'd be another 
one to stop the front wheel at precisely 
the wrong instant. In short, it was a 
tricky place to exercise good clutch 
control. 

With the Automatic, however, we 
could keep a death grip on bothhand- 
grips, gas it up a little, and bounce 
happily on through, feet flailing and 
kicking to keep everything in a fairly 
vertical plane. It wasn't necessary to 
keep the left hand ready to grab the 
clutch to prevent stalling the motor -- 
the automatic transmission handled 
that -- and it was virtually impossible 
to kill the motor. The few times that 
we did get hung up in the logs, we 
simply dialed the throttle on slowly, 


: throwing our weight forward at the 


same time, and the rear wheel would 
climb up over the log like a Caterpillar 
tractor. 

The fact that a properly tuned 
Automatic is impossible to stall is 
perhaps the one major point that'll 
appeal to a lot of woods riders. Trying 
to restart a stalled bike on the side of a 
steep slippery hill or in a muddy 
streambed becomes no more than an 
unpleasant memory -- it can’t happen 
on the Automatic. 

Naturally, as we studied the 
machine's behavior we made notes of 
things we'd change if we rode one of 
these things on a full time basis. For 
eastern enduro use, the handlebars 
could use a trim -- we nicked a bunch 
of trees with 'em. And, as part of the 
same enduro-readying program, we'd 
also slide the fork tubes up through the 
triple clamps a little, half or three- 
quarters of an inch probably, for 
quicker turning in the tight stuff. At 
the same time we were thinking about 
what we'd change, we also tempered 
any criticism by watching Burleson 
handle the same riding problems, 
riding an identical machine, with 
ease. The only thing that slowed him 
was the human anchor that followed 
in his tracks. 

From the log section we progressed 
on to a rocky section. Again, in a 
situation much similar to the log 
problem, jouncing over a rock garden 
is a whole bunch easier when you don't 
have to work that clutch lever. You 
can hang on tight, and put all your 
energy toward picking a clear line and 
controlling the throttle. In effect, it 
makes it a one-control job: The throt- 
tle. 

"You really learn to concentrate on 
throttle control," Bob Popiel had ex- 
plained earlier. Bob rides, and wins 
races like the Jack Pine 400 mile 
National Enduro, on a 360 
Automatic. "You probably won't like 
it at first," he'd continued, offering a 
much welcomed relief to the standard 
it's-wonderful attitude you'll run into 
when you visit any manufacturer's 
facility. 

Our first impression was so good 
that we didn't dislike the bike at all, 
but later in the afternoon we found 
out what he'd meant. 

Up until this point we'd run strictly

‘on flat ground. Hills were something 
else. They proved Bob's "You'll learn 
throttle control," statement to be ab- 
solutely true. 

As we'd discovered out on the 
pavement, the Automatic freewheels 
when you shut off the gas. The same 
thing would happen, incidently, if the 
motor should seize; a handy built-in 
safety feature. On flat ground, par- 
ticularly on pavement, the charac- 
teristic presents no problem. Leaf- 
covered hills are another situation en- 
tirely. Here's what happened. 

We were charging up a fairly steep, 
root and rock covered hill. Halfway up 
there were two trees close together on 
an angle and, like you'd do on a stan- 
dard transmission bike, I backed off 
the gas in preparation for 
maneuvering between them. Backing 
off on the gas with the Automatic ren- 
ders the same effect as pulling in the 
clutch on a standard bike -- if you're 
on a hill, you stop. Right? And once 
you lose momentum on a snotty hill, 
you're done for. Trying to get rolling 
usually results in some non-moving- 
tire-spinning action. And that's exac- 
tly what happened. Naturally, 
Burleson had no problem at all. In 
fact, he made it look easy -- but he has 
a way of doing things like that with a 
motorcycle. Makes ya nuts. 

The trick, and it does take some 
practice before you'll be fully com- 
petent, is to only partially shut off the 
throttle. That way, the machine 
doesn't freewheel. There's still some 
power going to the rear wheel, and you 
don't lose all momentum. 

What it boils down to is this: You 
don't have to think about clutch con- 
trol. You don't have to think about 
shifting or even know which gear 
you're in. You do, however, have to 
channel some of that energy formerly 
used for clutching and shifting into 
precise throttle control. It's a two-to- 
one trade off where you still come 
out ahead. 

..The freewheeling effect is also

noticeable in a couple other areas. 
Riding those steep twisting downhills is 
one; there's no engine braking. We 
had absolutely no problems during our 
test ride, however, since the Husqvar- 
na brakes worked so well. It seems 
logical that by using the brakes more, 
you'll have to give them more atten- 
tion and perhaps replace worn shoes 
more often. Again, it's a trade off, and 
again we think it's a fair one. 

Playing in a muddy field exem- 
plified another idiosyncracy of the 
freewheeling Husky; the rear wheel is 
easier to lock up when entering a turn. 
The lack of engine braking and 
flywheel effect makes it a more sen- 
sitive situation than it would be on a 
standard machine. 

Obviously, we found the Husky 360 
Automatic to our liking. We view it as 
a cross country machine as opposed to 
being used in motocross. The trans- 
mission, by its design, appears to use 
enough power in its own function that 
it would give up an edge to standard 
transmission bikes. The 354cc motor is 
no slouch -- its excellent for cross 
country work -- but a standard gear- 
box model would be faster. 

Updates and changes 

As you know, the Husky Automatic 
is not a new machine. As early as 1973, 
American Husqvarna dealers had a 
chance to ride one of the models that 
was in production while on a Husky 
dealer trip to Sweden. The early 
model was aimed at being marketed to 
the Swedish Army; a goal that has 
since become reality.There were a few 
minor development problems which 
have been sorted out now, and they've 
polished up the details. 

One of the most important changes 
that's found on the new bikes is that 
the first gear clutch weights have been 
enlarged to make the unit engage 
sooner. An early problem involved the 
motor revving too high before the bike 
started moving. Likewise, the fourth 
gear weights have been widened so 
that it will upshjft into fourth sooner. 


Its hard to understand these two 
changes without first understanding 
how the transmission operates so, 
although it's been done before, we've 
included a "How it works" section in 
this article. (See pg. 18) 

A "brake shoe" arrangement has 
been added to stop or slow the first 
gear clutch drum. Without it, the 
momentum would keep the drum 
moving, and when the rider would 
release the handlebar lever to engage 
the gearbox, it would grind. It still 
will, but only if you rev the motor. 
Always let it return to idle before 
engaging the gearbox. The lever 
disengages the transmission for star- 
ting. 

A new 36mm Bing carburetor has 
been added. It’s rubber mounted to 
insulate it from engine heat, and it has 
a “fuel enrichening” lever for starting. 
Nota true choke, the lever opens 
another jet. 

The forks have been given a good 
once over. The sliders are now gravity 
cast instead of pressure cast to prevent 
a porosity sometimes found in pressure 
cast parts. Both fork legs and damping 
rods have been lengthened 10mm for 
more travel. The valving has been 
reworked to give softer action in the 
first 3-4 inches of travel, a progressive 
system. Oil dampers keep the units 
from topping or bottoming instead of 
using spring stops. 

The swingarm bushings, formerly 
rubber, have been replaced by needle 
bearings, a standard feature on all the 
"77 Huskys. 

New fenders replace the older ones 
which had a tendency to rip. The new 
ones are tougher, wider, longer and 
hold their color better. Burleson even 
went as far as to claim them un- 
breakable, but was proven wrong 
during our ride. They can be broken, 
but it's not easy. 

We accomplished the feat by drop- 
ping the front wheel off a three foot 
shelf into a muddy creek bed. The 
front wheel stuck, and the Husky did a 





slow motion endo shearing the fender 
off right at the numberplate. 

"I can't believe you did that!” Dick 
exclaimed as he stood there holding 
the muddy stub in his hand, “I’ve hit a 
thousand trees with mine and it never 
broke!” It can be done. It just takes 
talent -- or lack thereof. 

Other Stuff 

A complete tool kit for working on 
the transmission is included with the 
bike. Using the kit, Dick and Bob tore 
the unit completely down in a matter 
of about fifteen minutes. And they 
weren't hurrying. The neatest part 
about it was that the motor stayed in 
the frame, the top end was left intact 
and it wasn’t necessary to split the 
cases. The transmission is completely 
accessible by pulling off the side 
covers. 

Only two things wear out, and one 
of those only fails through misuse. The 
first gear (input), the one that the 
handlebar lever controls, will be 
damaged if the lever is moved to the 
“engage” position repeatedly with the 
motor running at too high an RPM. 
The error becomes instantly obvious, 
signalled by an irritating gear grinding 
sound, and the owner will likely break 
himself of the habit in a hurry. 

The other parts that wear are the 
working surfaces of the clutches. The 
brass clutch shoes (they expand like 
brake shoes inside a drum) are grooved 
on the outside surfaces. After being 
used for approximately 1000 miles, the 
high spots will mushroom over into the 
grooves. When that happens, oil is no 
longer efficiently channeled away 
from between the shoes and the clutch 
drums, and the clutches slip. Main- 
tenance procedure involves removing 
the clutch shoes and clearing the 
grooves with a hacksaw blade. 

Husqvarna sells a special automatic 
transmission fluid, and it's the only 
thing an owner should use. There is an 
Exxon product that also is suitable, 
but it's harder to find than the Husky 
stuff. 
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Husqvarna’s Automatic 
How 
it works 


Looking at the transmission as a 
whole, it’s a pretty complicated device. 
The only way to understand it is to 
look at each section, realize how it 
works, and then put it all together. 

There are two basic methods of 
wansmitting power used in the Husky 
Automatic: The clutches and the one- 
way bearings. Both are simple yet 
clever devices.

Clutches 

Clutches (fig. 1) work in a manner 
similar to drum brakes. A set of shoes 
(three in this case) expand to come in 
contact with the inner surface of a 
drum. Look at the photo (fig. 1). You 
can pick out the three brass "shoes" 
that are pinned on one end to act like 
a hinge. The other end is free but held 
in place by those coil springs. When 
the shoe assembly is spun fast enough, 
centrifugal force exceeds the strength 
of the springs, the free ends of the 
shoes expand outward, and they come 
in contact with the drum (that narrow 
band around the shoe assembly). At 
that point, depending on which is 
spinning faster at the time, either the 
shoes will drive the drum or the drum 
will drive the shoes. It works both ways 
at different places in the transmission, 
a point that will become clear later.

One-way bearings 

One-way bearings (fig. 2) are some- 
thing completely new. We've never 
seen anything like it in any other 
mechanism. Basically, they work 
much like a ratchet -- power is trans- 
mitted їп опе direction it 
freewheels in the other direction. 
Those funny-shaped "bearings" that 
are set on an angle are what we're 
talking about (look at fig. 2). When 
the outside bearing race is spun in the 
direction of the arrow the inside 
bearing race "locks up" and is driven 
by the outer one. When rotating speed 
of the inner race exceeds that of the 
outer one, the bearing freewheels, 
allowing the inner one to spin at the 





faster rate. There’s absolutely no slip- 
page or backlash in the bearings. 
These one-way bearings are the key to 
the Automatic’s shifting. The outer 
race would be connected to the lower 
gear; the inner race would be connec- 
ted to the higher gear. Depending on 
the speed of the bike and motor, the 
transmission automatically selects 
exactly the right gear. Shifts are made 
to keep the motor at or near the torque 
peak at all times. 
Putting it all together 

OK, let’s start at the beginning. 
We'll kick the motor over, put it in 
gear, and run it through an ac- 
celeration test to see how the trans- 
mission functions. 
Starting the motor 

Obviously there has to be a device 
somewhere in the system to disconnect 
the transmission for starting the 
motorcycle. Otherwise, revving up the 
motor to clear it would have the bike 
wheelying off when the clutches kicked 
in, leaving a confused rider either 
standing alone on the trail or flapping 
from the handlebars like a union suit 
on a clothesline. 

There’s a handlebar mounted lever 
for that purpose. It’s not shown in the 
photos but here’s how it works. When 
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4th 3rd 2nd 1st 
Output 





you push it down into the locked 
position, the lever does two things. 
First, it disengages the first (input) 
gear by sliding it off the spline that 
normally drives it. Look at the center 


photo in figure 3, the assembled trans- 


mission. First gear (input) is labelled; 
it’s the one on the right end of the 
front set of gears. There's a coil spring 
right beside it. That spring is what 
holds it on the spline. The handlebar 
lever controls a lever that fits down in 
between first gear and the one next to 
it (second gear). When you engage the 
lever, it simply pushes the gear over 
toward the spring, off the spline and 
lets it spin freely on a smooth shaft. 


The second thing the handlebar 
lever does is apply a small brass "brake 
shoe" to the outside of the first gear 
clutch drum. Its purpose is to stop or 
slow the drum which is started spin- 
ning when.the rider revs the motor to 
get it running clean. When the motor 
returns to idle, as it must before you 
can engage the transmission, the first 
gear clutch drum would still be spin- 
ning if the "brake shoe" wasn't there to 
slow it. Early model Automatics didn't 
have this feature, and riders had to 
wait longer for the works to stop spin- 
ning before they could take off. 
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Letting the Automatic do its 
thing . 

There's a warning decal on top of ' 
the gas tank which reads as follows!’ 
“IMPORTANT. Engine MUST be at, 
IDLE before engaging gear drive." If 
the rider releases the handlebar lever 
with the motor above idle, he's not 
giving the first gear clutch drum a" 
chance to stop spinning. The clutch 
drives the spline that the first gear (in- 
put) is supposed to slide onto. The 
result, of course, is that the non- 
moving gear is jammed against the 
spinning spline, and instead of 
engaging it only grinds. It's a safety 
feature. If it did engage, the bike 
would jump ahead uncontrollably. — 

Orice the machine is at idle, and the; 
handlebar lever engages the gear 
drive, all that’s left for you to do is 
twist the throttle. 

As you do, the first gear clutch 
(photo in top left of fig. 3) reaches a 
high enough speed to expand and 
drive the first gear clutch hub. The 
hub is rigidly attached to the front 
primary gear, and it in turn transmits 
the power to the other primary gear. | 
The second primary gear is rigidly at-

Lectron carburetor test 


Results so impressive it hardly seemed possible. 


By Jim Gianatsis 

We were somewhat skeptical when Penton Imports asked us to super- 
vise and report on the testing they were doing with Lectron car- 
buretors. Like most after-market accessory items, the Lectron carb 
seemed like a gadget designed more to impress (in the same category 
as red-tipped expansion chambers and front fork reservoirs) than per- 
form. Besides, good friend Gunnar Lindstrom, ex-Husqvarna 
engineer, tester and editor of Dirt Bike magazine, had just completed 
a Lectron carburetor test in their December issue. Gunnar had not 
been impressed with the Lectron carbs. In riding sessions and dynometer tests he 


found them to offer no significant improvement over the original equipment carbs 
on three popular brands of dirt bikes. 


Penton Imports’ general manager Larry Maiers told us that Penton/Hi-Point 
believes so strongly in the Lectron carbs’ performance that they're going to use 
them as original equipment, first with the new 175cc bike and within a year on all 
other models as well. Hi-Point Accessories will also sell Lectron kits for other brands 
of dirt bikes. The obvious expense of added on American-made Lectrons to Penton/ 
KTMs, already the most expensive dirt bike imported into America, indicated that 
Penton really feels they offer a substantial improvement in performance over con- 
ventional carburetors, We also knew that Jack and Tom Penton were using Lec- 
trons on their personal bikes. We consented to supervise the test,mainly to see that it 
was done honestly, and to see if adding a Lectron carburetor was a worthwhile per- 
formance modification. 


How it works 

The Lectron carburetor's design seems to be comprised of a number of good 
features found on other fuel metering devices. The Japanese Mikuni is 
acknowledged as the best motorcycle carburetor these days, and from the Mikuni 
design Lectron uses a fuel enrichening circuit for cold starting and a dual-float 
system for accurate fuel flow to the metering rod. The enrichening system allows 
quick starting of a cold engine, usually within three kicks, and allows the engine to 
receive a rich enough mixture to run smoothly before it warms up. The dual-float 
system allows the carburetor to function properly on rough terrain or steep hills, 
and will allow the engine to continue to run without loading up when the bike is 
laid on its side. 

Unlike conventional motorcycle carburetors which use round slides to control air 
flow, the Lectron uses a flat slide similar to those used in fuel-injection systems for 
race cars. How motorcycle carbs ever got stuck with round slides over the years must 
be acase of not wanting to change a proven design. A thin, flat slide like the Lec- 
tron’s is definitely a cleaner design for air flow purposes than a round one. And 
there are none of the hassles of trying to tune a round slide for proper cutaway and 
air cushion height -- obviously something that has to be done to correct design 


faults in the basic metering system. The Lectron’s flat slide needs no cutaway, and| 
fully opened it offers the cleanest air flow possible. Idle is adjusted in the normal 
manner by raising or lowering the slide by means of an adjusting screw on the carb 
body side. 

The bore of a Lectron is not straight but tapers 2mm toward the slide. This 
produces a ram-effect, causing air to flow past the needle, or fuel metering rod as 
the Lectron folks like to call it, faster than it would in a carburetor with a flat bore 
even though the bore diameters at the needle or metering rod are the same. A 
36mm Letron would flow more air than a standard 36mm carb. 

The most unorthodox part of the Lectron though, is the fuel metering rod, 
While usual motorcycle carbs use a tapered round needle working in conjunction 
with a needle jet and main jet to control fuel flow, the Lectron uses only a constant 
diameter round needle with a precision cut flat side to control fuel flow. While a 
conventional carburetor has as many as five parts (slide cut, air cushion height, 
needle, néedle jet-and main jet) that need to be adjusted for tuning, the Lectron| 
only has one. But for all its simplicity, could the Lectron work better? 

Tuning the Lectron is much easier than a conventional carburetor once you un- 
derstand the principals of the metering rod, Idle and low rpm richness are adjusted 
by raising or lowering the metering rod which is threaded into the slide. Mid-range 
and top-end richness are adjusted by changing rods. Rods are labeled with a twa 
digit number. The first number in the digit signifies the degree of top-end richness, 
while the second digit signifies the degree of mid-range richness. The smaller eac 
digit is, the leaner the rod is. For example, a 41 rod is leaner on top-end than a 51 
rod is. While a 41 rod is the same on top-end as a 42 rod, the 42 rod has a riche 
mid-range. It all may sound complicated at first, but once you understand iy 
becomes much simpler than the more numerous variables in conventiona 
carburetors. : 

How it performs 

Rather than any sort of dyno testing, Penton wanted to check the performance o 
the Lectrons by actual riding. The testing would take place over a two day period 
with the first day's testing taking place on a 1/8 mile drag strip and the second day' 
testing on a motocross track. Helping with the test were Milt Collins and Sparke 
Edmonson from Lectron, and Jack Lehto and Don Rosene from Penton. 

What impressed us about the honesty of the test was that Don Rosene enlisted th 
help of local riders from around the Atlanta area to test the Lectrons on their ow 
bikes insteading of using Team Penton riders. Each rider selected was an authorit 
in the particular brand of bike he rode. Bo Bobbit, owner of Cycle Specialties, th 
largest Bultaco shop in the southeast, brought his 370cc Pursang. Howard Gilliam 
manager of Yamaha of Decatur, a Yamaha and Husqvarna dealership, brought 4 
360cc YZ and a 360cc Husky Automatic. Brad Wallace, probably one of the hottes 
Expert motocrossers in the Atlanta area, showed up with his RM 370 Suzuki. Je 
Hill, ISDT gold medalist and top enduro and hare scrambles rider had his 250c 
MC5 Penton/KTM. Frank Lamb, an up and coming youngster in enduros an 





trials, brought his 175cc Penton/KTM. 

The drag strip portion of the test was held the first day. Riders were instructed to 
be sure their bikes were jetted as well as possible before they began their runs with 
original carburetors. To do away with any variables caused by inconsistent starts, 
riders would go through the lights on a rolling start, usually in second gear. All that 
was asked was that they be consistent each time, not experimenting with different 
shifting techniques.. 

After practice runs to be sure their bikes were warmed up and to gain consisten- 
cy, the riders each made two timed runs with their original carbs for recording. 
From there they went to the pits to replace their original carbs with Lectrons. In 
most cases the installation of the Lectron was a quick bolt-on replacement. Only 
the Penton/KTMs with their complicated frame and airbox design required time to 
make the change over. 

| We were somewhat apprehensive that the Lectrons would not receive a fair shake 
in the test, because none of the riders actually knew how to fine tune the metering 
rod system. The Lectron representatives just gave them carbs with the metering 
rods close to what they thought would work for each particular bike. Only one of 
the bikes received a change in rods after it was tested with the Lectron installed. 

Everyone went back to the drag strip, this time to make four runs with the Lec- 
trons. Amazingly, every bike showed lower acceleration times, usually by an 
average of 1/3 a second. Most impressive was the Husky Automatic which not only 
turned the fastest times all day, but proved to be the most consistent because it shif- 
ted on its own. Despite the fact that none of the Lectron carbs were fine tuned, 
every bike proved faster. 

After the drag strip test, some of the riders went out to play in a nearby wooded 
ection. Each returned highly impressed with the performance of the Lectron. Bo 
Bobbit had a grin from ear to ear. "It's amazing. I spent days getting the Bing on 
imy 370 Pursang jetted to where I thought it was perfect, then I just bolt on this Lec- 
tron and the bike is better. It feels faster on top-end. I can let it idle down as low as 
I want in the woods and it won't load up. I can lay the bike down on its side and it 
still idles.” 

Eyen more amazing was the fact that on a pipey bike like Jeff Hill's 250cc Pen- 
on/KTM the Lectron had smoothed out the powerband and caused the bike to 
ose its pipey feeling. The bike could be lugged down to idle speeds in third and 
ourth gear, and then cleanly accelerated away without any sign of bogging or 
oading up. The Lectrons had actually changed the power characteristics of the 
engines, though it hardly seemed possible. 

The second day of testing took place out at Burnt Hickory motocross track. 

Riders were timed throughout the day as they turned laps with their regular car- 
buretors and the Lectrons. Accuracy wise, trying to take consistent times on the 
jotocross track became impossible. No matter which carburetor a rider was using, 
is lap times would become progressively quicker as he learned the track and found 
Huicker lines, This would happen up to a point where the rider would grow tired 
hnd his lap times would show. Also, track conditions changed during the day which 
hffected times, as did the half hour or so a rider rested while he changed car- 
buretors on his bike. We were roughly able to determine though, that at Burnt 
ickory where the riders were turning lap times in the area of 1 minute. and 18 
econds, lap times with the Lectron carburetors were lower than the stock car- 
buretors anywhere from 1-3 seconds depending on the riders. The faster three 
lecond improvements were credited to the better high-speed riders like Brad 
allace and Jeff Hill. 
Brad Wallace -- “The stock power on an RM 370 is either on or off. The Lectron 
imoothed out the powerband to where it would certainly be a great advantage on a 
ight track. The stock Suzuki carb has no provision to idle with the throttle off. The 
ectron does idle, especially when you fall, which has to be an important advantage 
n a bike like the RM 370 which doesn't have a primary kick starter." 

Jeff Hill -- *It works really smooth, and because of this a Lectron might not feel 
last to a motocross rider who likes the seat of the pants kick he would normally get 
ithout it. The trail rider will really notice the difference. After running slow or 
gging the Lectron will accelerate away cleanly, while a Bing carburetor won't." 
Howard Gilliam-- “The jetting seemed more precise, smoother with the Lectron. 
y Automatic picked up more low-end and mid-range response. My Bing was 
ialed-in as close as possible and the Lectron just out-performed it.” 

Frank Lamb -- “The Lectron smoothed out rough edges and helped the power. I 
ould really notice the difference going up hills.” 
rapping up 
The Lectron carburetor out-performed every other carburetor on each of the 
ikes tested, doing so with some pretty amazing results, especially at low rpm where 
igh-performance two-strokes aren't expected to run well. 
| Why our tests proved the Lectron to work so well, and Dirt Bike's test didn't, may 
e due to the following reasons. First is that a dyno test is a static measurement of 
prsepower at certain throttle settings. Great for horsepower measurement at a par- 
cular rpm, but it does nothing to determine how a carburetor performs under 
arying engine loads with a constantly moving throttle. 

The Lectron's flat-sided metering rod creates a much different vacuum than a 
bund needle for drawing fuel up out of the float bowl according to air flow past the 
eedle. The flat-sided Lectron metering rod requires more vacuum to draw up 
el, so it doesn't have the tencency to produce an overly rich mixture when the 
ide is opened quickly for fast accleration. Short of an engine-driven pump like on 
hel injection systems which feeds the right amount of gas according to rpm, the 
lectron carburetor is more sensitive to the speeds which the throttle is opened and 
he amount of air flowing by the metering rod. For example, when the Lectron’s 
ide is snapped open quickly at low rpms, the slow air flow past the metering rod 
n't sucking up as much fuel all of a sudden as a tapered needle would produce 

Pcause the Lectron’s metering rod is still offering the same profile to the incoming 
r. Only when engine rpm increases does vacuum increase enough to draw more 
el. 

Other advantages of the Lectron are better fuel economy, especially with reed 

lve engines, less susceptibility to air pressure and altitude changes because of the 
ore constant vacuum the metering rod creates, and the clear plastic float bowl 
akes it easy to see if the Lectron is getting gas and if the bowl contains any dirt or 
pter. 

Penton's Don Rosene said the purpose of the test was to determine if the Lectron 

rburetor would be a worthwhile improvement for the owner of any dirt bike, 
pecially if he wanted the most improvement for the least amount of money. It 

finitely was proven, along with the fact that it’s probably the only performance 
lodification you can make to an engine without harming reliability.

rooks had a healthy lead over 
üncan and that was increased when 
uncan's bike threw its chain on a hill. 


Riley's brother Scott was there to help 
and Riley got going without losing a 
position. The time lost did move 
Monte Lee (250 Yam) up to pressure 
Duncan. 

Balentine finished with a lead of 
several minutes. He had pitted twice, 
and according to his crew, the KTM 
used almost three gallons of gas on the 
first loop and under two gallons on the 
second loop. Brooks finished with a 
similar lead over Duncan, who had the 
highest overall placing of any Novice 
in recent events. Out-horsepowered on 
the fast, choppy course, Lee had to 
settle for fourth and second in class. 

Ron Richey (250 Hus) had one of 
the best rides of his career to finish 
fifth overall and first Amateur. Tim 
Plant finished sixth, and first 
lightweight. Plant had been running 
sixth on the first loop when he had to 
stop and have his pipe repaired. Brett 
Round (125 Yam) got by and held the 
class lead until Plant passed him near 
the end of the second loop. No one else 
passed Round and he finished seventh 
overall. 

A] Wurtzel (250 KTM) won the new 
Junior/Senior class for the second race 
in a row. Eighth overall, he finished 
with a bleeding lip after having bit it 
when he hit a sharp, sudden bump. 
Mark Zoller was running well in the 
early stages of the race, but the shock 
unit of his 250 Yamaha was set far too 
stiff and he tired quickly. Zoller 
finished ninth and third 250 Expert. 

John Rogers (360 Hus) finished 
tenth, and. was the second overall 
Novice. Rogers' last race was over a 
year and a half ago, and to add to his 
accomplishment, this was the first 
time in several years of trying that he 
had done well. 











Gus Paull (400 Yam) continued his 
domination of the Senior class with 
another win, finishing 12th. 

Ed Waldheim (400 KTM) finished 
third overall among Novices and won 
the Junior/Senior class. Boyd Jantzi 
(400 Yam), the first Open 
Junior/Senior, was right behind 
Waldheim. Gary Bussjaeger (250 
Yam) and John Foster (175 Yam), 
Novice class winners, were the next 
two in the overall order. Lori Farmer 
(175 C-A) was far ahead of the other 
Powder Puff Novices. 

Terry Peltz (250 Yam) led the 
Beginners on the first loop. Richard 
Mejia (250 Yam) came up to pass Peltz 
on the second loop. Peltz got by again 
and put some distance on Mejia. 
Those two were the only Beginners to 
ride all three loops. Riley David (400 
Hus) was the last Beginner to be 
lapped; he took a first in class. John 
Escujari (175 Yam) won the 
lightweight class, just ahead of 
Junior/Senior winner Sam Weston 
(400 Yam). Ruthann Renaux wrestled 
a 400 Mono around the course and 
won her class, finishing fairly well up 
in the overall order. Jeff Spencer 
(Hon) won the single-loop Mini race. 

The course was exceptionally rough 
and choppy. The fog lifted by the 
second loop and most riders had little 
problem after that. e.

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Who will win 
the 1977 Camel 
Pro Series? 

Don’t bet on it...

illusion that you may have had a 

given experience before — during 

the 1977 AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series, don’t 
say you weren’t forewarned. 

The season should be, for the most 
part, an instant replay of the ex- 
citement generated during the chase 
for the championship in 1976. This is 
not to say that the outcome will be the 
same, although the principal charac- 
ters will bear a striking resemblance to 
Jay Springsteen, Gary Scott and Ken- 
ny Roberts with a supporting cast of 
many of the same faces seen last year. 

1977 will be the third full season of 
participation by R. J. Reynolds/Camel 
Filters on the AMA Grand National 
Championship circuit. This year that 
involvement is spelled out as $100,000 
in point fund monies that will be 
distributed to more riders than in past 
years over a two leg payoff. 

The Season 

What started out as the most am- 
bitious schedule in AMA history with 
30 Nationals has whittled itself to 28 - 
the same as last season — and appears 
to be set. The similarity ends there. 
This year the emphasis is on a revival 
of road racing with six (out of an 
original seven scheduled) events for 
the pavement scratching crowd. 
That's an increase of two over '76 and 
a direct move, should the events play 
host to good attendance and in- 
creased entries, toward a split road 
racing/dirt track championship in '78. 

To make room for the pavement 
events, short track venues were drop- 
ped from five in '76 to a total of two 
for the coming season. It was an ex- 
tremely curious action given the move 
by the AMA of lowering the 
displacement to 250cc to encourage 
involvement by ‘manufacturers not 
normally associated with AMA 
National short track competition. Half 
mile, mile and TT events remain 
basically the same in number. 

The gist of the breakdown of events 
in 1977 versus 1976 fashion is to bring 
to light a point which could ultimately 
decide the 1977 championship. Jay 
Springsteen braved his way through 
last season to clinch the championship 
without riding a single road race. (He 
was not a 750cc rated Expert road 
racer.) This year Jay again will be on 
the sidelines — for lack of machinery 
rather than eligibility — for six road 
races, almost 2596 of the entire 
schedule. That one fact, more than 
any other could clearly turn the season 
upside down or just as easily mirror 
last year. 


The Champ 

Jay Springsteen, known as 
"Springer", comes into season '77 hot 
off one of the best individual perfor- 
mances in recent memory. Springer's 
cold start caught fire a quarter way in- 
to the season and blazed its way to the 
final event with a burning seven 
National victories including the last 
four dirt events of the season. That 
burst clinched the championship for 
the second year Expert and a lot of 
admiration from friends and adver- 
saries alike.

With Bill Werner back to do the 
tuning chores on Springer’s Harley- 
Davidson factory mounts, and none of 
the “I race for the fun of it.” attitude 
drained from Jay, the season looks 
good for his defense of the crown. It is 
not exactly an excellent outlook 
though since, as mentioned above, H-D 
does not have a road race ride for 
Springer. It is a fact which could wrest 
the crown from his grasp yet there is 
no way that anyone should count 
Springer out until the checkers fall on 
the last National of the year. 

The Challengers 

Gary Scott made a believer out of a 
lot of people last season with a superb 
performance as a "privateer" which 
landed him scant points from retaining 
the crown he had won as a Harley- 
Davidson factory entrant in 1975. 
From meager beginnings, Scott sculp- 
ted a winning combination which in- 
cluded a conglomoration of diverse 
machinery, top notch tuning talent and 
a small, but dedicated clique of 
backers intent on seeing Scott shoot 
down the might of the factory-backed 
riders in a head to head confrontation. 

This season the name of the game 
remains the same although for '77 
Gary has acquired some very heavy 
ammunition in the form of a three year, 
six figure contract for sponsorship 
from Evel Knievel. 

Gary will continue with the same 
philosophy that has carried him to a 
quartet of second place finishes and a 
Grand National Championship in five 
years ... namely consistent finishes in 
the top five without an out-and-out 
emphasis on winning. Improvement in 
short track and road racing are also on 
Scott's master plan. 

Frustration and inconsistency have 
marred Kenny Roberts' past two 
seasons, problems that Kenny insists 
will be remedied this year. To that end 
Kenny, in his contract negotiations, 
bargained for and got a bill of goods to 
do it his way this season. Simply 
stated, the dirt track effort was lifted 
from Kel Carruthers leaving him with 
sole responsibility for the road race 
end of Roberts' Yamaha Motor Cor- 
poration sponsored assault on Number 
One. In a move that surprised some, 
Kenny hired respected tuners Babe 
DeMay and Nick Deligianis to revamp 
his dirt effort. Early indications are that 
the duo, working in Kenny's frame 
facility in Turlock, California have cut 
weight, increased horsepower, 
smoothed out the power band and 
worked other pluses into Kenny's 
Yamaha dirt bikes. For his part, Kenny 
has introduced a monoshock frame to 
improve handling in both his TT and 
short track bikes. 

The drive that carried Kenny to a 
pair of consecutive championships in 
1973 and '74 is still there and his level 
of enthusiasm is higher than ever. 


The Chasers 

While the chase for the crown 
usually gets the spotlight of attention, 
the battle for the coveted spots 
remaining in the top ten deserve 
recognition also for it is these warriors 
who play the spoiler role so superbly. 

There are a number of names that 
come to mind, some old, some new 
and all talented. Tops on the list is Ted 































































































Boody. Ted, although not winning 
Rookie of the Year honors after a hard 
fought battle with Steve Eklund, got 
something much more important ... a 
Harley-Davidson factory contract. Ted 
is one more name on a growing list of 
super talented riders to come from the 
Flint, Michigan area. Ted could easily 
upset the plans of Kenny, Gary and 
even Jay with his competitive nature. 

Rookie of the Year Steve Eklund will 
again ride for Mario Zanotti and will be 
receiving a bike and parts deal from H-D. 
for his mile and half mile machinery. 
Steve tallied three National victories 
last season aboard some very sanitary 
and innovative machinery. 

Harley-Davidson teamster Corky 
Keener, fresh from an enforced rest 
over the last half of last year caused by 
a broken leg, is itching to get back into 
action and add to his list of National 
victories. Corky, although ten years 
older than his teammates is no slouch 
when it comes to twisting a throttle. 

Other notable names in the chaser 
category include Gene Romero who 
retains his Evel Knievel sponsorship on 
dirt, but will cut back his competition 
to mile and half mile events. On the 
pavement Gene will continue his Don 
Vesco affiliation. Hank Scott will 
return to action with Shell Racing 
Specialties, hoping to produce some 
consistency. 

Mike Kidd hasn't finalized any big 
bike plans for '77, but should be 
Harley mounted, possibly aboard Mert 
Lawwill tuned equipment. Mike has 
Penton sponsorship for short tracks.

The traction 
was probably the best thing about the 
track with good sticky dirt and grass 
that firmed-up nicely for berms. 

The most exciting racingof the day 
came in 500 Pro. Brad Lackey, on 
board an "older" RC Honda, pulled to 
a commanding lead in moto one 
followed closely by Bill Grossi (Suz) 
and Kent Classen (KTM). Held up in 
traffic was Jim Turner (Suz) who was 
starting to drive harder every lap. 
Turner soon got by Klassen and was 
off after Grossi. Grossi unloaded, and 





they finished with Lackey first, Turner 
second, Klassen third. 

Moto two began with Turner 
pulling out front and Lackey not far 
behind. For several laps Turner held a 
safe margin over the factory Honda 
rider. But towards the half-way point 
Lackey started to push the Canadian 
champ hard. Coming down a tight off- 
camber, Lackey cut low on Turner 
and àced him out. But coming around 
from the backside of the track Turner 
was once again in the lead. With two 
laps to go Lackey got by Turner once 
again and Jim wasn't able to get back 
at Brad this time. They finished 
Lackey first with Turner a close two- 
seconds behind. 

Jerry Castillo (Suz) led the start of 
the first 250 Pro race. Following close 
behind were Kipp Klassen (KTM) and 
Paul Turner (Suz).

When the 125 Pros took off for the 
first moto, Magoo (Dan Chandler- 
KTM), although signed up, was not 
among them. йс did get on the track 
after the start but was not in 
contention.

State OHV park 


nearL.A.? 
Here's what to do

Riders in the Los Angeles area will get a choice 
among three proposed Off Highway Vehicle 
(OHV) parks by participating at two crucial 
hearings set for February 9-10. Both meetings 


and field tours of the sites are being 
held by the California Recreational 
Trails Committee, acting on behalf of 
the Department of Parks and 
Recreation. 


Pressure from off-roaders angered 
over the lack of return on their OHV 
(Green Stickie) registration money is 
credited in part for the renewed 
impetus given to a Southern California 
OHV park project. Even at the Santa 
Monica Mountains hearing, at which 
riders lost their bid for off-road access, 
motorcyclists were told privately, 
“Keep the pressure up. You are being 
heard.” 


The opportunity now exists for the 
pressure to shift emphasis from sabre- 
rattling confrontation politics to 
support and constructive advice. We 
urge representatives from AMA 
District 37 clubs, ATA trials clubs, 
family trailriding clubs, M.O.R.E. 
Chapters and activist groups such as 
the National Outdoor Coalition to get 
involved in these hearings and to get 
behind the park site of their choice. 


The public will get a chance to 
inspect each site along with the Trails 
Committee, provided we furnish our 
own transportation, and (very 
important) provided that, out of 
consideration for the landowners, we 
refrain from any unauthorized off- 
road excursions. Those who wish to 
attend the field trips should notify 
Alan Kolster in Sacramento, 
telephone (916) 322-7384. Mr. Kolster 
is Assistant Executive Secretary of the 
Recreational Trails Committee and 
may also be reached by mail (prior to 
Feb. 4) at P.O. Box 2390, 
Sacramento, CA 95811.

RITTER RANCH SITE 


The sites 

“The Potrero Site” is located in 
Riverside County between Banning 
and Beaumont, south of Interstate 10. 
Sources close to the Parks and 
Recreation Department reveal that the 
property, offered by Lockheed Corp., 
would be expensive (the tentatively- 
quoted figure is $13 million). The 
question has also been raised as to 
whether all of the property is rideable 
without restrictions. "Hungry Valley" 
is currently a popular ORV site, | 
scarred and eroded due to heavy, 
concentrated use. It is adjacent to Los 
Padres National Forest. 

“Ritter Ranch” is the largest of the 
three properties (roughly 16 square 
miles) with 60 miles of existing two- 
track trail and some existing ranch 
buildings which are useable. The site 
has already been studied once by Parks 
and Recreation planners, and at the 
time of the original study the owners 
had offered to donate part of the land 
to the state. The land is adjacent to 
Angeles National Forest and could act 
as a staging area for dispersed, low- 
impact riding in the forest. 

Cycle News feels that Ritter Ranch 
would be the most favorable site on a 
cost/value basis. With or without the 
donation (which is still an open 
possibility) it offers the largest acreage 
and the lowest cost per acre, based on 
currently known asking prices of all 
three sites. In addition, it would 
require a minimum of on-site 
development, and offers a possibility 
of being connected with another OHV 
park site (the Rowher Flats, or Texas 
Canyon area, under consideration by 
Los Angeles County) via travelways 
within Angeles National Forest.

Where the grins are 


Im worried. Not about the BLM, 
the EPA, the CIA or any of those 


turkey outfits. There's nothing 
there that a bunch of dedicated 
sportsmen can't handle if they 
know what they want and want it 
bad enough. It’s you guys, the 
ones that are saying, “I don’t 


know — its just not as much fun 
anymore." Now hold on there, cousin; if 
you're not enjoying your motorcycling, 
we're all in trouble. 

I know the symptoms, most of 'em 
wrapped around the root of all evil. Like 
how the hassles of going further away to 
ride make the travel bills go out of sight; 
how the cost of being competitive makes 
you feel like a junkie hooked on trick parts; 
how racers show up at the track with 
clenched teeth and a semi-wild “I gotta do 
good or my sponsor/Dad/whatever will cut 
me off" look out their eyes, race and go 
home still tight-ass, even in victory, 
worried now that their success won't get 
enough "ink" to justify their expensive 
habit. 

So let's get out of the rut; cast about and 
see where people are having fun. 

just out of my own experiences, here's 
where fun survives (at least in Southern 
California, and probably elsewhere) in no 
particular order, other than personal 
prejudice: observed trials, clubman road 
racing, sportsman hillclimbing, fun 
enduros (as opposed to killer enduros), and 
old-fashioned hare scrambles (ог 
marathons). Granted, each sport I've 
named has its tight-ass contingent, and 
(horrors) I've omitted motocross. 

Motocross deserves a few special words. 
It's probably still fun in Iowa (though I've 
not been back to-check recently), but in 


SoCal it tends to be a hyper-expensive, 
overcrowded sport plagued with gonzo 
promoters and a case of media indigestion. 
Not to mention the well-worn complaints 
with over-used tracks, spotty flagging and 
medical care. But some folks manage to 
have fun at it, regardless. Like the Old 
Timers and the Over-the-Hill Gang, who 
show up 30-strong or more at selected local 
events and get to run as a class, scored 
separately. They figure out among 
themselves who's an Expert and who's a 
Novice; and they have a blast. 

Maybe special-interest MX clubs are the 
key to more grins. Say a Turkey 400 club 
for TM-owners with a high threshold for 
terror, or a Dinosaur club for the diehards, 
or an XL-175 club that races nothing but 
box-stockers and are close enough friends 
to keep everybody honest. Hey, purists and 
media-hype types be damned; there's an 
awful lot of perfectly functional dirt bikes 
lookin' for a home at well under $1000, just 
because they don't have the latest tricks. 
Guys who buy these bikes, travel together 
to save bread, race together without being 
hung up on winning a factory ride — are 
going to have fun in an otherwise tight-ass 
world. 

Sportsman hillclimbing I remember used 
to be most fun back East. The hills are 
shorter there (seldom more than 160 feet) 
but they're generally a lot steeper and often 
slipperier than SoCal hills. Especially when 
it's just rained, which is often. Nothin' 
more fun than slithering up a near-vertical 
wall of mud. 

Nor was there anything like a good ol' 
fashioned early Spring marathon through 
the woods. If the mud was really righteous, 
I could take my three year old Sherpa T 
out and be competitive. Californians are, 
for the most part, a culturally-deprived 
race where mud is concerned. Or woods, 
for that matter; since Uncle owns most of 
the trees in this cotton-pickin' state. 

But they still let you enduro where 
there's trees, and ride trials. Once you get 
off in the woods with something that makes 
power down low, its almost enough to 
wean you away from racing. Maybe I'm 
gettin’ old. Still, there’s lots of grins at 
enduros, nit-picky timekeepers and folks 
who trash themselves racing excepted. Lots 
of perfectly useable machinery that’s well 
capable of maintaining averages lying 
around, too. It doesn't have to be trick, just 
unstoppable. Enduro preparation is still 





more careful planning and elbow grease 
than it is cubic dollars. And that's neat. 

OK, everybody knows trials is my first 
love. Go ahead, tell me it's as dull as 
watching fish fornicate. Yet Bob 
Nickelsen, who is employed by American 
Honda to see that their boys do good, can 
come in from the third loop, covered with 
sweat, totally ragged out, and (without 
regard to how Honda's boys did) say, half 
out of breath, “Boy, that was a tough trial. 
I really enjoyed that." If even the factory 
folks can still have fun, what of the 
commoners? Well, ATA, SoCal's trials 
organization, has issued over 300 Novice 
numbers and still climbing. If you're a pie- 
plate Beginner or Novice, you can find a 
good used Sherpa T or whatever for well 
under $1000 and do as well as somebody 
who has the latest trick stuff, That holds 
true until after you vault out of the Novice 
class. So ride and enjoy; it’s a true family 
sport that you and your kid can ride 
together as you watch your son/daughter 
safely learn, follow you, overtake you and 
surpass you without malice or regret. 

Ah, road racing. After years of being a 
closed rich kid's club, things are opening 
up. It's at that vaporous, catch-it-before-it- 
disappears stage in which guys can show up 
with the strangest, most bizarre machinery, 
find a class for it, race and come in 
grinning even if they finished next-to-last. 
(“Boy, I beat one of those guys, did you see 
me pass 'im?") Like the guy with the 450 
Honda GP bike we raced with at Willow on 
the converted TM400 cafe racer (he beat 
us). All grins, even though the TZ250s 
they'd gridded us with ran off and hid. 

Maybe the thing I'm talking about is 
universal, not limited to a type of racing or 
locale. Maybe it's just people who want to 
have fun more than they want to be heroes, 
finding a bike they can afford to maintain 
without stretching and just doin' it. Could 
be that many of us in the 25-35 age bracket 
need to take a break and rearrange our 
thoughts about what we want to do with 
our riding — who/what we really want to 
compete against: each other, the terrain, 
ourselves? If money's still in the way, I 
suggest you'll find your answer in the want 
ads. If you've got $1000, the desire to stay 
in it, and a pint or more of imagination, 
there's no excuse for not having any fun. 
Are we all so spoiled we've forgotten that?

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El Cheapo Enduro: 


At last, a run 
for ОТ-15

The Pomona Valley Dirt Riders promised that 
the El Cheapo Enduro would be inexpensive 
and “definitely a fun run.” It was both. In fact, 
the family enduro was so easy that it was perfect 


for inexperienced riders, owners of 
DT-1 Yamahas, family groups, and 
anyone who thought that Japanese 
dual-purpose “enduro” motorcycles 
were actually competition machines. 
For experienced riders enticed by 
the super-low post entry fee of $7.49, 
the speed averages and terrain were 
ridiculously slow and easy. The 
hardest part of the first loop was seeing 
in the thick fog blanketing parts of the 
course, which condensed on goggles 
and glasses lenses and which added to 
the unpleasant effects of 34-degree 
temperatures early in the day. 


When not blinded by fog on the first 
loop, it was easy to lose three or four 
minutes fooling around or taking 
pictures, and make it all up before the 
next check. It was also easy to spot 
several first-loop checks far ahead, 
thanks to well-placed vans and motor 
homes at the check sites. 

The terrain was mostly level, with 
great traction because of recent rains 
and the current fog, no dust, and no 
bottlenecks. A few sand washes, 
canyons, ridges, and minor hills added 
variety to long stretches of trails and 
graded dirt roads. One rider was seen 





Arun for DT-1s, but AT-1s sometimes needed a Puffer-power assist. 














cradling a very young child (about 
three years old) in his left arm, riding 
with his right arm. Neither he nor the 
child were in any great peril due to the 
course. 

Second-loop averages were also 
slow, but a freak marking accident 
made that a good thing. The fog 
soaked a set of course marker arrows at 
a trail junction on the course, allowing 
the arrow cards to curl forward, 
exposing parts of the "W" (for Wrong 
Way) markers printed on the card 
backside. With ribbon blocking one 
trail, the psuedo-wrong way marker 
blocking a second trail, many riders 
continued up the only alternate trail, 
right off the course. 

Second-loop averages were also 
slow, but a freak marking accident 
made that a good thing. The fog 
soaked a set of course marker arrows at 
a trail junction on the course, allowing 
the arrow cards to curl forward, 
exposing parts of the "W" (for Wong 
Way) markers printed on the card 
backside. With ribbon blocking one 
trail, the psuedo-wrong-way marker 
blocking a second trail, many riders 
continued up the only alternate trail, 
right off the course. Being lost so close 
to the first check of the second loop, 
many groups of riders lost 4, 5, 6 or 
more points by the time they found the 
proper course. But even starting out 
six minutes down at the first second- 
loop check, at least two groups of 
riders were able to catch up and zero 
the second check of the second loop. 


Realistic averages ~ in serious 
enduro-rider terms — for the terrain 
would have made that catch-up 


impossible to do. 

But this was not a “serious” enduro. 
Pomona Valley Dirt Riders promised 
no breakneck speeds or bike-smashing 
sections, and they kept their word. 
This was a safe enduro, a perfect 
family enduro, in the sense that it was 
a nice, Sunday trail ride. 

There were a few moments on the 
second loop for riders on the gas trying 
to make up time. Off-camber hills 
crossed with rain ruts and sprinkled 
with rocks were safe at posted 
averages, treacherous at twice the 
average. Arroyos and rockpiles were 
adequately posted with danger 
markings for slow speeds, but the 
markings were too close to the dangers 
at make-up-time paces. Gigantic 
whoops laden with rocks and gravel 
pounded men and machines at on-the- 
gas speeds, slamming the riders again 
and again until arms ached and lungs 
gasped — at above-average speeds. 

The most the Pomona Valley Dirt 
Riders can be blamed for is not 
anticipating the worst possible 
conditions like riders gassing it up 
after a freak marking foulup due to 
damp conditions when laying out 
danger markers. That is, that's the 
only thing they can be blamed for 
except for the last check of the second 
loop, which was off one full minute. 
And there were the enthusiastic but 
young checkers who dawdled when 
they should have been marking tank 
cards, holding back, timid, when they 
should have been rushing in with pen 
poised and heart firm set with 
purpose. 

All in all, the El Cheapo Enduro 
delivered what it promised. For $7.49, 
no serious enduro riders needed apply. 
This enduro wasn't for glory, it was for 
fun. e

tached to another clutch hub (upper 
right of figure 3) which contains the 
other three clutches, one for each 
gear. It's also rigidly attached to the 
shaft which drives that first input gear 
we talked about. 

Got it so far? The first gear clutch on 
the end of the crankshaft delivers the 
power to the primary gears. The first 
input gear is attached to the second 
primary gear by the shaft (see upper 
right photo in fig. 3) on that spline. 
First gear has been removed in the up- 
per right photo. It's shown in the cen- 
ter picture. 

Now, through that first input gear, 
the power is passed on to the "output" 
gears (lower left in fig. 3). In the pic- 
ture, the first output gear has been 
removed to show the roller and one- 
way bearings. First through third out- 
put gears have the bearings. As first 
gear is driven, all the output gears 
turn together as the same speed since 
the one-way bearings lock-up. 

Fourth output gear doesn't have 
one-way bearings. It's solidly attached 
to the countershaft which passes 
through the center of the output gear 
cluster. At this point, we're putting 
power to the ground in first gear. 

As the speed of the gears increases, 
the output gears, which are constantly 
in mesh with the input cluster, are 
feeding power back into the input sec- 
tion. Since the four gear sets are dif- 
ferent ratios, and the output section is 
spinning at a constant speed, the input 
gears are obviously spinning at dif- 
ferent speeds. One by one, starting 
with second, they reach a speed where 
their individual clutches engage with 
the drum. Remember that that drum 
is directly attached to the second 
primary gear. When the clutch 
engagement takes place, from first to 
second for example, the first input 
gear no longer is driving the output 
section -- second gear is. Since the 
second gear set is a higher ratio than 
the first gear set, the second output 
gear begins spinning faster than the 
first output gear, and the one-way 
bearings between the two begin 
freewheeling. At this point, the first 
gear set is spinning free. It's not 
driving anything -- the second gear set 
is. 

The process continues. As the third 
gear clutch reaches engagement 
speed, takes over the power tran- 
smission chores, and both first and 
second are freewheeling. Likewise with 
fourth. 

The only difference, from a prac- 
tical rider standpoint, between being 
in third or fourth gear is that fourth 
gear will provide some engine braking. 
Fourth, as we mentioned, doesn’t have 
one-way gears -- it’s rigidly attached to 
the countershaft. As long as the bike's 
speed is high enough to keep the fourth 
gear clutch engaged, it’s a rigid set- 
up all the way through with no 
freewheeling when you back off the 
gas. In any other gear, the one-way 
bearings immediately react to throttle 
changes and, if encessary, drop you to 
the next lower gear. Even if a down- 
shift doesn't take place, freewheeling 
does. No engine braking takes place 
except at higher speeds in top gear. 

Even after running through all this 
with Burleson, we were still skeptical. 
It seemed like an awful lot of monkey- 
motion, and we were at least half con- 
vinced that we wouldn't like the way 
the transmission functioned in actual 
practice. We were wrong. With the 
exception of having to learn more 
precise throttle control, we were in- 
stantly pleased with the ride. It's not 
like any automatic you've ever ridden - 
or driven. The term “slush drive” 
definitely does not apply to the positive 
shifiting Husqvarna 360 Automatic. 
We were -- and remain -- impressed. e
